The two water conditioning firms, 
faced earlier with a proposal to 
phase out home water conditioners 
to satisfy the state levels, have 
registered no objections to the 
compromise ordinance. 
“The problem became one of 
technology,” Councilman Art Scott 
said of Red Star’s dilemma, “ and of 
being able to comply. And they have 
resolved those issues...” 
But Kranig criticized what he felt 
was the severity of the ordinance 
and said that “ Brown and Caldwell 
may have excluded the possibility of 
future industrial development in our 
valley.”

information.

The county’s controversial new 
animal 
control 
ordinance 
was 
adopted by a 4-0 vote Monday on 
second reading, raising annual dog 
license fees from $4 to $6 except in 
the case of altered canines, with 
licenses set at$3. 
Since the old fee structure was 
continued this spring while the new 
ordinance was being formulated, 
county authorities do not plan to set 
up the new fees until early next 
year. 
Basic 
provisions 
of 
the 
new 
ordinance had been proposed by the 
county’s first Animal Health and 
Population 
Control 
Committee, 
including use of 50 cents of each fee 
collected for educational campaigns 
to be directed at “ irresponsible” pet 
owners. 
The 
b o ard 
a p p ro v e d 
an 
amendment proposed by Supervisor 
Francis H. 
Beattie that senior 
citizens of 65 and up get a 50 per 
cent reduction in fee costs. Many 
older 
citizens 
need 
dogs 
for 
protection and shouldn’t have to pay 
the higher fee, said Beattie. 
But Melvin Sweigard, of Lompoc, 
a committee member, said senior 
citizens for the most part didn’t 
require or want such a concession. 
He said the seniors are the first to 
have their dogs spayed and can have 
this done free by showing Medi-Cal 
cards to veterinarians. 
There 
was 
some 
discussion 
whether the 50-cent “educational” 
allotment could be used to help 
finance 
low-cost 
spaying 
and 
neutering clinics. 
Supervisors Beattie and Curtis 
Tunnell said they felt this could be 
done. 
Deputy County Counsel Bruce 
Dodds, 
who 
worked 
with 
the 
committee in drawing up the new 
ordinance, said the animal control 
provisions could be interpreted as 
allowing this, but only if the word 
“education” were eliminated. 
M iss 
N ancy 
L ie p e r, 
of 
Summerland, 
and 
Mrs. 
Alberta 
Morgan, Lompoc, spoke up for the 
need for such clinics in the county. 
They said it was deplorable for the 
county to kill some 19,000 unwanted 


cats and dogs annually when wide 
use of such clinics would keep the 
animal population down. 
Peele Beebe, chairman of the 
animal control committee, said the 
com m ittee 
was 
“ practically 
unanimous” in its finding that the 
surgical spay-neuter procedure is 
“ not the ultimate solution to the 
an im al 
pop u latio n 
co n tro l 
program.” 


He said it was felt chemical 
contraception 
will 
provide 
a 
practical low cost solution, but 
conceded this was years away at 
best. The committee felt “ the three 
low-cost spay-neuter programs of 
the Santa Barbara Humane Society, 
the 
R avenscroft 
Foundation 
program in Santa Barbara, and the 
veterinary association 
have 
not 
been tullv utilized.” 


Judiciary committee agrees 
to hurl more subpoenas 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- The 
House Judiciary Committee has 
decided to hurl still more subpoenas 
at President Nixon. 
Meeting separately behind closed 
doors Tuesday, Republicans and 
Democrats on the panel agreed to 
support the issuance of subpoenas 
for 
m ore 
tapes 
when 
the 
impeachment committee meets in 
public session Thursday. 
Nixon already has defied three 
subpoenas 
for 
tapes,, sending 
transcripts in response to one and 
nothing in response to the last two. 
Privately 
members 
of 
both 
parties concede the new subpoenas 
are likely to be futile. But they 
consider the evidence vital, and they 
don’t know how else to get it. 
They talk, too, of counting it 
against Nixon as an impeachable act 
if he continues to “stonewall” the 
committee. 
Republican Lawrence F. Hogan, 
Md., even said he might support 
seeking a contempt of Congress 
citation against Nixon at the end of 
the line if he doesn’t comply. 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes, Ariz., who had said earlier 
th at 
Nixon 
m ight 
consider 
resigning, came to the President’s 
defense Tuesday. 
He 
called 
the 
com m ittee 
“mesmerized” with tapes. He said 
tapes were only “hearsay evidence” 
and the panel should draw its 
conclusions by taking testimony 
directly from witnesses —a process 


that could add months. 
Members of both parties brushed 
off Rhodes’ criticism. Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N. J., said 
the panel had a “duty” to subpoena 
vital evidence. 
The Democrats, at their caucus, 
hoping to bring public opinion to 
bear against Nixon, also decided, 
according to Rodino, to: 


—Publish a transcript of the 
panel’s seven closed sessions over 
the past three weeks and today’s 
closed session. Material which could 
jeopardize the upcoming trials of 
Watergate defendants will be edited 
out. 


—Conduct large parts of future 
hearings in public session, before 
television 
cam eras, 
probably 
starting next week. 


—Write yet another letter to 
Nixon, telling him he is in non- 
compliance 
with 
last 
week’s 
subpoenas and perhaps warning of 
dire consequences if he doesn’t 
change his course. 


Republicans generally opposed all 
three steps. Rep. Robert McClory, 
R-I1L, expressed “great fear” about 
jeopardizing defendants, rights to 
fair 
trials 
or 
violating 
the 
confidential terms under which the 
committee was given much of its 
evidence. 


Rodino said “the overriding public 
interest” may dictate that course.

President Nixon announced today 
that Israel 
and Syria, working 
through Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger, have agreed to a troop 
disengagement 
in 
the 
Golan 
rteignts 
Nixon said the agreement would 
be signed Friday by the two sides. 
The President called it a “ major 
d i p l o m a t i c achievement” and 
praised Kissinger for his tenacity in 
pressing for an agreement when at 
times 
it 
appeared 
negotiations 
would break down. 
Nixon cautioned that in spite of 
the two cease-fires negotiated by 
Kissinger did not mean that all the 
roadblocks 
had 
been 
removed 
toward permanent peace in the 
Middle East But he said: 
“ This 
particular 
agreement, 
together with the agreement that 
w as 
r e a c h e d 
e a r l i e r 
on 
disengagement 
of 
Israeli 
and 
Egyptian forces now paves the way 
for 
progress 
in 
Geneva 
(for 
permanent peace).” 


The President, in a statement 
lasting only about four minutes, said 
that with this new agreement, “the 
prospects for reaching a permanent 
settlement are better than they have 
been at any time in the past 25 
years.” 
The agreement probably clears 
the 
way 
for 
a 
presidential 
visit—possibly quite soon— to the 
Middle East area. 
White House officials have said 
Nixon plans to go to Israel and 
several Arab capitals, including 
Egypt. This could take place as 
quickly 
as 
late 
next 
week, 
administration sources said this 
afternoon. 
The Mideast trip now is expected 
to be before and separate from 
Nixon’s Moscow summit trip in late 
June. 
Announcement of the agreement 
came on Kissinger’s 32nd day of 
shuttling back and forth between 
Jerusalem and Damascus. Israeli 
sources 
said 
in 
Jerusalem 
a 
breakthrough came Tuesday when 
Israel dropped its insistence that 
Syria 
guarantee 
against 
Arab 
guerrilla infiltration. 
Israeli 
newspapers 
said 
the 
United States removed one of the 
final barriers by agreeing to support 
Israel 
politically 
in 
event 
it 
retaliated against Arab guerrilla 
attacks 
launched 
from 
Syria 
territory. 
Syria 
refused 
to give direct 
guarantees 
against 
guerrilla 
infiltration. 
In Jerusalem, Israeli radio said 
planes already were were standing 
by to exchange prisoners captured 
by the two sides during the October, 
1973 war. 
Despite a cease-fire negotiated by 
Kissinger 
between 
Isreali 
and 
Egyptian forces in January, there 
have been exchanges of gunfire 
between Isreali and Syrian units 
along the Golan Heights frontier for 
79 consecutive days. 
The agreement is patterned after 
the Israeli-Egyptian disengagement 
agreement completed by Kissinger 
in January, which included a cease­ 
fire line, a buffer zone between the 
opposing forces, a thinning out of 
weapons and men in zones on both 
sides of the buffer, and a United 
Nations force to police it.

that 
“achieving 
a 
permanent 
peace 
settlement for the entire Mideast 
area” is still in the future. 
“There 
are 
many 
difficulties 
ahead,” he said, but added that the

cameras in the White House briefing 
room at 1:01 p.m. EDT to read his

Park missile may be worth 
costs of maintenance 
Dedication issue 
back to Council 


Lompoc’s own ICBM, the 
Titan Missile that greets 
new arrivals from Ingram 
Park at Highway 246, may 
be 
worth 
its 
weight 
in 
maintenance costs, the City 
Council learned last night. 
The panel went into orbit 
when it was revealed that it 
would cost $5,900 to paint 
the missile and $9,900 to 
sand blast and paint it. 
W h a t ’s 
m o r e , 
City 
A d m i n i s t r a t o r 
G e n e 
Wahlers said, this would 
probably have to be done 
every three years to keep 
the monument to the city's 
early 1960s ICBM heyday 
presentable. 
This 
maximum 
yield 
budget 
warhead 
was 
detonated during a money 
session last night at City 
H a l l . 
The 
Ci ty 
Beautification Commission, 
which 
advised 
that 
the 
missile either be spruced up 
or taken down, added that it 
would cost about $1,000 to 
remove it. 
One deterrent to the city ’s 
looking on the Titan as 
obsolete is its contract with 
Grefco, 
owner 
of 
the 
Ingram Park property. The 
contract, 
Wahlers 
said, 
requires 
the 
city 
to 
maintain the missile and 
provides for a $1,000 penalty 
if this isn’t done. 
City 
Councilman 
Emil 
Scolari suggested that it be 
refueled and launched. 
The 
council 
directed 
Wahlers to come up with 
r e a s o n a b l y 
p r i c e d 
alternatives. 
Viewing the rest of the 
Beautification budget, the

Agents said they 
were not greatly interested 
in the statement because it 
appeared to contain no new 
leads in the hunt for the SLA 
members still at large — 
Patricia 
Hearst, 
and 
William and Emily Harris. 
Although there have been 
no good news leads in this 
area, an FB I spokesman 
said Tuesday, the search is 
still centered on the Los 
Angeles region. 
“ We have no indication 
they are elsewhere, so we

The Harrises are charged 
with 19 state and federal 
offenses, and Miss Hearst

“ He was tough,” said baseball’s 
all-time home run king, referring to 
Jim Lonborg of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. “ He had a good, live fast 
ball and kept throwing me hard stuff 
all night. He was pitching a real 
good game—but he happened to 
make one mistake.” 
That mistake was throwing Aaron 
a high slider with one out in the 
bottom of the 10th inning and the 
scored tied at 11. 
Result: A 390-foot homer, a 2-1 
victory for the Braves and a new 
string of impressive statistics for 
the 40-year-old Aaron. 
The homer was Aaron’s ninth of 
the season and the 722nd of his 
regular-season 
career. 
Counting 
World Series and All-Star game 
homers, 
it raised his total to 
730—the same number Babe Ruth 
hit when post-season and All-Star 
games were added to his regular- 
season total.

A most unusual and absorbing new 
baseball statistics book demonstrates 
that, on an average, black and Latin 
players steal more bases, slug more 
home runs, hit for higher averages, 
pitch more winning games, strike out 
more batters and allow less runs than 
white players. 
"The Black, Latin, White Report," 
which takes up only the last two pages of 
the 
478 page 
book, 
"The 
Sports 
Encyclopedia 
Baseball" (Grosset and 
Dunlap paperback. $5 95), shows that 
Blacks and Latins since 1961 have 
maintained an average of one stolen 
base for every 40-50 at bats 
White 
players stole one base for every 110-130 
at bats during that period And the last 
white player to lead a major league in 
stolen bases was Jackie Jensen of the 
Boston Red Sox in 1954. 
—In the last five years, the white 
players’ slugging average has been 371, 
the Latins’ 366. the blacks' 270. 
Some other hitting aspects illustrated 
include the fact that Johnny Bench has 
been the only white player to lead the 
National League in home runs in the last 
14 years; in the 26 years since the first 
black entered major league baseball, 
only two men, Willie Mays and Hank 
Aaron, have joined Babe Ruth in the 600- 
or more home-run category; and in the 
last five years, only three players, 
Mays. Aaron, and Roberto Clemente, 
have had 3,000 or more hits. Only two 
players had reached this high figure in 
the preceding 40 years. 
Pitching figures demonstrate a small 
but superior coterie of blacks and 
Latins. Since the black man entered 
baseball in 1947, he has averaged better 
than a .535 winning percentage. The 
average for Latins is about the same. 
The white pitchers did not reach the .500 
level 
Black pitchers have the lowest 
earned 
run 
averages, 
the 
most 
strikeouts, and least number of hits 
allowed. 
And on an average since 1961, the 
white pitcher has completed only 25 
games to the blacks’ 31 and the Latins’ 
35. “ However,” we are told by the 
writer of the text, Jordan A. Deutsch, 
“ this is largely due to the influence of 
three men — Bob Gibson, Juan Marichal 
and 
F erg u so n 
Jenkins 
— 
who 
m a i n t a i n e d 
an 
unusually 
high 
percentage of complete games." 
After the records of ability, we check 
another revealing statistic: the number 
of appearances. For every 100 times-at- 
bat in both leagues between 1947 and 
1960. whites appeared 88 times, blacks 
7.6 and Latins 4.6 
However, from 1961 
through 1968. the white at-bats dropped 
to 64 per 100, while black at-bats rose to 
22 and Latin at-bats to 14. The trend 
continued through 1973, with white at- 
bats dropping to 58, while black at-bats 
increased to 26 and Latins’ to 16 per 100 
At this rate, 1974 will see for the first 
time in history more blacks and Latins 
coming to bat than whites in the big 
leagues.

The story is roughly the same for 
pitching appearances — especially when 
the statistics are weighted to reflect the 
fact that only 11 per cent of all pitchers 
are black and Latin 
This demonstrates that the more 
black and Latin players <non-pitchtrsi 
are 22 and 15 per cent. 
One may ask why, if blacks and Latins 
show superior pitching performance, 
are there so few of them in comparison 
to their relative numbers in non pitching 
positions? 
“One guess," said David S. Neft, a 
Ph D 
statistician 
and 
one 
of 
the 
compilers of this book, “ is that pitching, 
I believe, takes more training than Other 
positions, and athletes from the more 
culturally deprived areas of society do 
not get the kind of training whites do in 
Little Leagues and other youth baseball 
organizations. 
Another figure, not in this book, shows 
that 63 per cent of all non-pitching 
players are white — but that only 42 per 
cent of all non-pitching players are 
regulars. What this means is that there 
are comparatively few black and Latin 
bench-warmers. Why? 
“ Again, only a guess,” said Neft. “ It 
could show prejudice. That is, when the 
24th and 25th player for a team is to be 
selected, and all other things are equal, 
the white will get the job over the black 
or Latin. 
“ But the statistics might also show 
that there are just fewer black and Latin 
players to choose from since they are 
minorities in the population. 
“Or, it could be a mixture of both 
points.” 
In the book the authors caution: “ It is 
(our) intention that the report, rather 
than causing racial divisions, only helps 
to show the contribution of all men to 
the game. Further, these facts may help 
us all to visualize what some of the 
records and statistics of major league 
baseball might be if the sport had been 
open to all men for all time. " 
One statistic not mentioned, however, 
heavily favors whites The percentage of 
white managers compared to black 
managers is 1 000 to .000.

Proposition 5 on the June 4 primary 
election ballot is entitled “ Highways and 
Mass Transit Guideways.” The measure 
would extend allowable uses of vehicle 
funds and fuel tax revenues to include

At present, all such revenues must be

for 
highway 
construction 
and 
maintenance. 


Under Proposition 5, voters in local 
communities will be able to determine 
whether or not a portion of these funds 
could be better spent on building public 
transit in their areas. It is the local voter 
option feature of this amendment which 
has 
prompted 
so 
many 
state-wide 
endorsements of the measure. 


Effective public transit means safer 
highways for the following reasons: (1) 
marginal drivers will no longer be forced

reduced traffic congestion will lower the 
accident rate; and (3) the death and injury 
rates on public transportation are much 
lower per passenger mile than are rates 
for private automobiles.

One reason, they 
said, is because tests for alcohol in 
the blood are not usually made in 
most areas unless there is reason to 
believe drinking was a factor. 
They strongly defend their data as 
establishing beyond dispute that 
alcohol is important to the cause of 
drowning. 
They 
said

was 
inconceivable that 47 per cent of all 
persons 15 years or older who are 
exposed to water have been drinking 
alcohol. 
“ In response to the need for public 
awareness, swimming and boating 
courses 
should

Change of command 


Regardless of the outcome of the 
June primary elections, legislative 
observers are anticipating a long 
overdue reorganization of the State 
Assembly. 
Speaker Bob Moretti has virtually 
committed himself to relinquishing 
his post, at long last, after the 
primary elections in which he is a 
candidate 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination for governor, “win or 
lose.” Since there can’t be any 
“draw” it is expected he will 
announce his resignation coincident 
with the summer recess scheduled 
for June 28. 
This will give the two principal 
candidates, 
Assemblymen 
Willie 
Brown and Leo McCarthy, both of 
San Francisco, time to muster their 
forces for a speaker election on the 
members’ return in August. 
There is, of course, always the 
possibility that Moretti, losing his 
campaign for governor, may try to 
cling to the assembly post until the 
end of his legislative term in 
December. And, having used his 
office and staff to a great advantage 
over the other candidates all during 
the primary campaign, he might 
just try to hang on and use it some 
more if, by some miracle, he should 
win the nomination. 
These possibilities are thought to 
be 
unlikely 
however 
since the 
assemblymen have been getting 
increasingly 
“up 
tight” 
about 
Moretti’s abuse of his position. And, 
the two aspirants for the job are 
experiencing 
more 
and 
more 
difficulty 
holding 
their 
forces 
together for the upcoming speaker 
battle. 
A renege 
now would 
almost 
certainly provoke a bitter fight to 
unseat Moretti as speaker. That is 
something he couldn’t risk if he does 
emerge from the primary as a 
victor. And, as a loser, he would be 
powerless to prevent an overthrow. 
However the speakership vacancy 
comes about, the momentum for 
changes in the present assembly 


organization is building. 
Freshman 
Assemblyman 
Bob 
McLennan, the Downey physician, 
has taken the bull by the horns and 
formalized, by resolution, a demand 
that the assembly reduce the power 
of the speaker. 
McLennan is a Republican and 
their strength in the Assembly is not 
sufficient to guarantee the reform. 
But the Democrats are split wide 
open over a choice of speaker 
between Brown and McCarthy and it 
is a safe bet that neither candidate 
will want the other to wield the 
formidable power that Moretti and 
Unruh held. 
Both have indicated privately that 
they 
would 
agree 
to 
some 
diminishing of the speaker’s power. 
McLennan has termed that power 
“dictatorial.” Pointing out that the 
speaker, 
under 
present 
rules, 
personally selects all committees 
and their chairmen and personally 
assigns all bills to committee, he 
said: 
“ This 
kind 
of 
power 
concentration in the hands of just 
one man has too often been abused 
and has stifled some members from 
acti vel y 
r epr es ent i ng 
their 
constituent needs and interests in 
Sacramento. I think it is wrong and 
it should be changed. It invites 
corruption.’’ 
McLennan 
would 
lim it 
the 
appointing power of the speaker to 
those of his own party with the 
minority 
leader 
appointing 
the 
balance 
of 
members 
for 
each 
committee from the minority party. 
He would have the committees elect 
their own chairmen. 
His aims are right but a better 
way would be for the members, by 
secret ballot, to elect both a speaker 
and a Rules Committee with the 
power for appointing committees 
and assigning bills to committee to 
be vested in the elective Rules 
Committee. The Senate long ago 
established this method as a means 
to diffuse power and avoid being 
ruled by one man.

Break a 
fingernail? 
try a 
transplant 


BEVERLY HILLS. Calif. 
(UPIi — Now there is a 
fingernail “ transplant." 
Fingernails 
grow 
an 
average of 4 inch every six 
months, and when a nail 
breaks off, there generally 
is little that can be done to 
salvage it. But a group of 
manicurists specializing in 
the 
“ Juliette 
Marglen 
method" has come to save 
the day. One of them is 
Jessica Vertoughian. 
The JM method, simply 
translated, is a whole new 
way of keeping fingernails 
well-groomed. 
And 
if 
needed, the method also 
includes 
a 
“ fingernail 
transplant." 
But 
the 
term 
“ transplant" 
isn't 
quite 
what it sounds like. It is 
neither a surgical insertion 
nor a replacement of a 
fingernail where one did not 
or does not exist. It is 
merely a term adopted by 
manicurists to describe the 
JM method. 
A transplant takes place 
only if the free edge portion 
of the nail has broken off. A 
transplant can be made with 
the original nail or one 
obtained 
from 
a 
“ anil 
bank " 
Jessica’s “ bank" 
is a 
small 
medicine 
bottle 
containing a collection of 
broken and unneeded nails 
donated by clients. When a 
client needs a transplant, a 
donor 
nail 
is 
merely 
matched to the recipient’s 
existing nail. 
As Jessica explains it, the 
technique involves gluing a 
loose fingernail to the free 
edge of an existing nail. 
After it has been attached, a 
thin-fibered tissue is used to 
“ cap," or wrap the newly- 
formed nail. This process of 
capping 
strengthens 
and 
protects the nail. 
This is followed by the 
application of layers of base 
polish and then the colored 
finishing polish. The colored 
polish is applied above and 
below the nail’s free edge, 
again 
for 
strength 
and 
protection. 
The finished product of a 
JM manicure are brightly 
polished (to hide the tissue) 
nails consistent in length. 
To Jessica, one of the few 
manicurists 
who 
has 
mastered the technique, a 
JM manicure is “ the finish 
of a woman." 
“ People 
express 
themselves 
a 
lot 
with 
hands,” Jessica says, “ so I 
think hands are important. 
It is the finish of a woman. 
It gives her a lot of grace.” 
Jessica, who is more than 
protective of her clients’ 
fingernails, calls herself a 
“ nail doctor” and fondly 
says, “ The nails are my 
children. I take 
care of 
them.” 
Nails 
are 
important, 
Jessica says, 
because 
people talk with their hands. 
“ Hands 
are 
the 
most 
expressive 
party of the 
body," Jessica says. She 
also 
believes 
that long, 
attractive fingernails are 
the “ basic vanity of a 
woman.” 
“ It 
gives 
them 
femininity,” she says. “ Men 
are very conscious of a 
woman’s hands. Once you 
have nails, you start talking 
differently by using your 
hands.” 
But it is the ability of 
fingernails to remain in 
style 
that 
Jessica 
commends most. 
“ No matter how fashion 
changes,” she says, “ nails 
stay with you.”
